Communications Commission (“FCC” or "Commission") with further clarifying
information regarding the £x Parie correspondence dated February 24. 2003 tiled by
the Emergency Services Interconnection Forum (ESIF) in the matter referenced
above (the “Letter™). Specitically, the ESIF 1s providing the clarification below in
the context of the scecond to the last paragraph of the Letier regarding the
implementation of the ESIF recommended technical solution, J-STD-036, Annex C.'

The ESIF would like to sensitize the Commission Lo the fact that the
implementation ofthe Annex C solution, while determined 1o be the best available
technical solution to the non-service-imtialized handset prohlcm, 1s more complex
and fur reaching than the implementation of the Commisston’s proposed sequential
number code. Accordingly. the ESIF encourages the Commussion to address the
implementation aspect further thrntigh the appropriate processes with the affected
public safety enthities and service providers before establishing mandated compliance
with Annex C. The ESIF -- public safety interests. scrvice providers and
manufacturers alike -- understands the importance ofa timely solution to the non-
service-initialired phone problem and, for that reason, stands ready to address the
implecmentation of the Annrx C solution iii an expeditious manner. The ESIF has
encouraged its members to contact the Commission with information relevant to the
implementation 1ssue. And. to tlic extent possible given the nature ofthe ESIF as an
industry techmcal body, the ESII itsell will provide the Commussion with
n formation.
